Says Laurier’s Naval Policy 
Is Preferable to Borden’s 


Canadian Associated Press, 


London, March 6.—J, Allen Baker, M. P., diseussing the 
Canadian naval issue in the current Contemporary Review, 
expresses the belief that Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s plan is much 
more satisfactory to the Canadian people. Ie protests against 
the figures used by Premier Borden in favor of a grant for 
the navy. 

Mr. Baker refers to Winston Churchill's reply to Lord 
seresford, wherein he takes the basis of England against the 
triple alliance, Mr. Churchill showed that in 1914 Great 
Britain would have 29 dreadnoughts to 28 possessed by the 
triple alliance. In 1915 the figures would be 35 to 38, and 
Britain's superiority over the triple alliance in almost every 
class of ship, not only in number, but in tonnage and arma- 
ment and in personnel is so great as to justify the adjective 
overwhelming, 

The writer then gives the reason in support of his eon- 
tention that the Laurier poliey is the better of the two: It 
does directly secure what is indubitably the desire of many 
Canadians—the presence of ships of war in Canadian waters. 
By it Canada would repay her debt by definitely lightening 
the burden of responsibility that rests on the British admiralty, | 
By the application of Sir ee neat 8 policy alone ean be logi- 
cally settled the question of Canadian naval expenditure. If 
Canada has considered the need of England and the empire 
as well as her own no other method of fixing her expenditure — | 
is possible. If Canadians wish to help in bearing the burden 
of naval preparation they must be prepared to serve them- 
selves, and the only way to induce them to do so is to have 
a national fleet. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s plan, Mr, Baker concludes does not 
throw Britain precipitately into thos problems of imperial 
federation which the continued poliey of Canadian contribu- 
tions must necessarily involve,

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FIGHTING TO PREVENT 
PUBLIC APPROVAL? 

It is «plained that the Borden 
Gove ut are trying to prevent 
the naval issue going to the peo- 
ple because they ‘‘are convinced 
that public sentiment is behind 
them.’’

behind,

FIGHT OR FLUNK. 

Mr. Borden’. newspaper friends 
are hinting that it the Liberals 
do not cease fighting for a refer- 
ence of the naval issue to the 
electors, the Government will lay 
the contribution bill aside and put 
through a bill limiting the time 
during which any measure may be 
discussed in Parliament, 

A fine time the Government 
would have putting a gag bill 
through Parliament in the present 
temper of the House. If the Op- 
position are sitting up day and 
night to foree the Government to 
give the electors a chance to pro- 
nounce upon the naval question, 
they would with equal vigor and 
equal riety fight a bill which 
wou ike it impossible for them 
to foree the Government to the 
country on the contribution bill. 

The Ministers may as well make 
up their minds that if the public 
is to be ignored and the com- 
promise measure dictated by the 


Nationalists put through Parlia- | 


ment, this can only be done by 
long and hard fighting. If the 
Ministers are not prepared to 
fight they can withdraw the bill. 
By no species of circumventing 
tactics can they muzzle the Oppo- 
sition and then railroad the con- 
tribution bill through Parliament 
in defiance of their own past 
pledges and in disregard of the 
public, 

ROCHE VERSUS ROGERS. 

Hon. Dr. Roche, our present 
Minister of the Interior, is taking 
considerable pains to make it 
known that he is discharging 
some officials of that department 
who were appointed by Hon, Rob- 
ert Rogers, the dismissals being 
made on the ground of dishonest 
conduct. 

The amount of publicity given 
to the dismissals and the desire 
evidenced by the Government that 
they should be given publicity, 
are quite out of keeping with the 
numbers of the dismissals and the 
importance of * the officials con- 
cerned, 

It is the evident wish of the 
Government to create the impres- 


pion that Dr, Roche is effecting a 


wholesale clearance from the In- 
terior Department of the brigade 
of election-workers whose names 
Mr. Rogets inscribed upen the 
pay-sheets of the Department. 

That any such wholesale clear- 
ance is really being made remains 
to be shown, Up to date the new 
Minister seems to have been en- 
gaging in a pretended rather than 
a real house-cleaning; to have ad- 
vertised out of all proportion to 
their importance the few dismiss- 
als that have been made, as a 
means of diverting attention from 
the army of political workers who 
are still retained on the pay-roll. 

Whether Dr. Roche is really 
making a clearance or is only pre- 
tending to make one, his course is 
an admission that a general clear- 
ance ought to be made. And in 
proportion as Dr. Roche gains 
eredit for making—or supposedly 
making—a clearance, he will justi- 
fy censure of Mr. Rogers for hav- 
ing made such clearance neces- 
sary. Mr. Rogers does not find 
places for men with whose char- 
acteristics he is not familiar. If 
his appointees have been going 
wrong, there was a strong likeli- 
hood that they would go wrong 
when they were dppointed. If 
they had not already established 
their willingness to do wrong un- 
der certain circumstanees, they 
would have had less chance of 
being appointed by Hon. Robert 
Rogers. 

Meantime Mr, Rogers has been 
transferred from the Department 
of the Interior, whose officials are 
comparatively few, to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, whose em- 
ployees are comparatively numer- 
ous. If in twelve months as 
Minister of the Interior Mr. Rog- 
ers installed as officials in that 
Department a gang whom his 
successor finds it necessary to get 
rid of, or to pretend to be getting 
rid of, what sort of recruits is Mr. 
Rogers introducing in larger num- 
bers into the service of the Public 
Works Department? Is the late 
Minister of the Interior now load- 
ing up the pay-sheets of the Pub- 
lie Works Department with the 
same type of unjailed crook that 
the present Minister of the dnte- 
rior gives us to understand he put 
on the salary list of the Interior 
Department?

Apple Prices as They Should Be. 

Canadian Farm—Before the Agri- 
cultural Committee of the House of 
Commons, Dairy Commissioner Rud- 
dick gave some figures regarding the 
cost of sending Ontario apples to the 
West. He stated that the cost of get- 
ting a barrel of apples to the consum- 
er in Winnipeg worked out about as 
follows: One dollar for the apples off 
the tree; forty-five cents for tne bar- 
rel, and seventhen cents per barrel for 
vicking and packing; nineteen cents, 
buyer's commission; eighty cents for 
freight; twelve cents for the broker 
(basis of five per cent); fifty cents to 
the retailer, bringing the total cost 
to the consumer up to $3.25 a barrel. 
According to these figures the con- 
sumer in Winnipeg would secure his 
apples as cheaply as the consumer in 
Toronto, We presume the commis- 
sioner has figured on first-class fruit. 
We know from experience that the 
consumer in Toronto has not been 
able to buy first-class apples retail 
for less than $3.50 to $4.00 per dar- 
rel this winter. If the Winnipeg con- 
sumer can get his supply at $3.25, 
then someone is getting more htan he 
is entitled to from the Toronto con- 
sumer 
A Bridsh Criticism, 

The Manchester Guardian of Feb- 
ruary 7, 1913, ably contrasts the Ca- 
nadian naval tribute policy with the 
more vigorous policies of New Zealand 
and Australia, It says in part: 

"The battleship New Zealand, in- 


spected by the King on Wednesday, 
left England yesterday for New Zea- 
jand, It is the first battleship owned 
by a colony and built at her expense: 
it will be the most powerful ship on 
the Pacific; and in time—or it takes 
longer to make officers than to build 
ships—it wit be manned entirely by 
New Zealanders, Australia, too, is 
building a fleet, and it, too, will be 
her own fleet, controlled by her own 
admiralty, and regularly stationed in 
her own waters. This policy of sep- 
arate fleets, deliberately adopted by 
Australia and New Zelaand, was also 
the policy of Canada until Mr, Bor- 
den's government came into power, 
"The chief objection to the (Ber- 
den) plan is that does some violence 
to colonial nationalism and to the 
principle of no taxation without repre- 
sentation; and that if it is modified by 
giving Canada representation on the 
Cabinet Committee of Imperial De- 
fence, then the Imperial Parliament 
hae a just grievance in addition to the 
Dominion Parliament, because the 
committee is not entirely responsible 


to either, But are ihere not naval ob- 
jections equally strong? We think 
there ave and it seems to us a bittle 


ungrateful to Australia and New Zea- 
land, the first colonies to have ships 
of their own, to try to make out that 
they are doing lese useful service 
than Canada offers under her new Bill 

“Decentralization has its great uses 
in naval affairs as well as in politics, 
The Australian plan puts the whole 
strength of nationality into the fleet;

Berlin, March 6—Dr. 
chief experimenter with Dr.

the first scientific account of his own 
experiments of about ninety cases 
with Piorkowski's culture since the 
autumn of 1912, also his observa- 
tions during the year he worked 
with Dr, Friedmann, and observed

Dr. Karfunkle gaid that with the 
Piorkowski culture he had produced 
results which mean, at least tempor-

BIG MONEY IN BUTTER 
FOR THE EXPORT TRADE 


Canadian Trade Commissioner At 
Manchester Deals With Astonish- 
ing Changes in Butter Markets 
and Supplies of World, 


Ottawa, March 5—The butter trade 
of the United Kingdom is made the 
subject of a highly interesting report 
to the trade and commerce depart- 
ment from W. J. Egan, Canadian 
trade commissioner at Manchester, 
England.
